To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Skegness  Urban  District  Council- 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemenr 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 

district  for  the  year  1959, 

During  the  first  quarteif  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  Measles  resulted 
in  281  cases  being  notified,  whilst  during  the  remaining  three  quarters 
of  the  year  8  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  10  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  4  cases 
of  Dysentry  occurred.  It  is  satisfying  to  note  that  no  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  occurred,  and  to  ensure  that  this  good  record  is  kept,  it 
is  necessary  to  streSvS  the  need  for  vaccination  particularly  in  the  age 
group  25  to  40  years,  where  the  response  aroused  so  far  has  been  very 
poor , 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  169  ,  a  death  rate  of 
13  per  1,000  resident  population,  the  national  rate  was  11,6.  Rate 
when  adjusted  for  comparison  with  other  places  was  12 ,09.  Of  the  total 
deaths  76,0%  occurred  in  persons  over  60  years,  23 « 1%  being  under  60, 
Heart  disease  being  responsible  for  most  of  ^he  deaths  over  60  years , 
There  were  177  births,  a  birth  rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  resident 
population,  national  rate  was  16o5,  5  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under 

1  month,  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  22.6, 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  new  sewer  has  been  laid  at  the 
western  end  of  the  town  in  the  Burgh  Road  area,  and  forty  houses  of  the 
bungalow  type  in  this  area  are  being  connected  to  the  water  carriage 
system  and  cesspools  abolished.  When  this  work  is  conpleted  it  will 
be  a  great  i05>rovement , 

No  new  Caravan  Sites  were  licensed  during  the  year,  the  total 
number  of  licensed  sites  remain  at  17  accoimiodating  1,272  caravans. 

All  sites  are  connected  to  the  water  carriage  system,  except  one  on  the 
boundary  accommodating  24  cara’vans. 

Daily  inspections  were  made  at  the  abattoir  du'^ing  the  year  with 
a  view  to  carrying  out  and  maintaining  100%  inspection  of  animals 
slaughtered.  This  I  understand  necessitated  working  overtime  and  at 
inconvenient  times.  Work  required  to  bring  f'he  abatto.i;r  up  to 
standard  has  already  commenced,  the  main  items  requiring  to  be  done 
are  the  laying  of  a  new  slaughter  hall  floo  and  the  provision  of  a 
stunning  pen. 


During  the  year  35  houses  were  built  in  the  district  8  of  which  by  the 
local  authorityo  Applications  ware  received  and  granted  for  improvement  to 
18  houses  5  for  standard  grant  and  13  for  di sere tionary  grant. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  weekly  from  residential  • 
property^  Hotels  and  large  Boarding  Houses  have  a  daily  collection  during  the 
summer  months^  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping. 

Ail  food  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  only  on  two 
occasions  was  it  necessary  to  direct  the  occupiers  attention  to  breaches  of 
the  food  hygiene  regulation. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Cooper  the  Engineer  Surveyor  for  the  following 
information: = 

The  Water  Supply  is  from  deep  bore  holes  in  the  Spilsby  Sandstone  at 
three  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Walton,  Orby  and  Candlesby  some  eight  miles 
west  of  the  town.  Samples  from  these  sources  were  examined  frequently,  and 
in  all  cases  were  found  to  be  chemically  and  bacteriologically  pure.  All 
water  is  chlorinated.  During  the  year  in  spite  of  the  drought,  the  supply 
was  adequate  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed  on  consumers.  The  water  is 
soft  and  has  a  fluorine  content  of  0.16  parts  per  million. 

The  sewage  of  the  town  is  on  a  separate  system,  and  is  based  on  a  number 
of  pumping  stations  which  deliver  the  sewage  to  a  modern  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Middlemarsh  some  two  miles  west  of  the  town,  where  it  is  fully 
treated  with  the  River  Board  standard,  and  the  final  affluent  is  discharged 
into  inland  waterways.  Surface  water  is  piped  to  the  main  drains,  and 
dealt  with  by  the  Skegness  and  District  Inte”*na.l  Drainage  Board,  and  the 
Alford  Drainage  Board  in  the  Winthorpe  area.  A  start  was  made  during  the 
year  on  the  extension  to  the  Middlemarsh  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  provide 
f O'^  future  requirements  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £60,000.

This 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Author!  ty  in  other  districts  of 
the  County.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act 
during  the  Year. 
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Convalescence

Nurseries 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt 
providing  accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  sux  months  to 
five  years.  It  is  open  from  May  to  September,  and  affords  an  opportunity  to 
Mothers  for  seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided  daily 
for  children  from  8<=0  aom,,  to  p,m,  ,  during  the  year,  whose  Mothers  are
